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SIL V E R Q U ESTIO N . 


N ovel P rop osition S u ggested by G en eral 
B erdan. 
W ash in g ton, December 19.h. — Vice­ 
President Franci3 G. Newlands presided 
over the meeting of tbe National Silver 
Committee yesterday, in which the action 
of tbe Republican Senatorial caucus, with 
reference to finance, was condemned, and 
it was claimed that the people of the 
country demacded the passage of a free 
coinage Act at this session. 
Harley B. Morse and George B. Merrick 
of Denver have arrived in W ashington 
with a siiver bar ih a gripsack. They pro 
pose to present a siiver bar, valued at 
$1,000, and demand that it be coined into 
siiver. 
Upon refusal, they will apply for 
a writ of mandamus, and through the 
medium of the Supreme Court, compel the 
Secretary of the Treasury to do what they 
desire. 
Both men claim , to have good 
cause, basing their argum ent on the claim 
that the demonetization of siiver was an 
unconstitutional act. 
Members of the Silver Committee say 
this move would only delay legitimate 
legislation and get the question into an 
inextricable mess. By throwing the m at­ 
ter into the Supreme Court, they claim, a 
decision could not be reached in five years. 
The people will settle the question long 
befóle that. 
A COMPOSITE DOLLAR COIN. 
W a sh in g t o n . December 19th.—General 
Berdan has wrifieu a letter to Francis G. 
Newlands, proposing a decided novel coin­ 
age measure. 
He sugges‘3 a composite 
coin of gold and silver mechanically com­ 
bined. 
He thinks the dollar should be the 
size of a silver quarter, containing 25 cents' 
worth of silver. 
In the center would be 
a hole which would be plugged up with 75 
cents’ worth of gold, the uum er of grains 
of silver to be employed to be decided by 
Congress. 
Around the gold plug would be 
raised a milled edge, which would serve to 
protect tbe gold from fiiction. The Gen­ 
eral argues that tbe size of this coin would 
be raucb more convenient than tbe present 
dollar for general circulation, and says that 
of the numerous prominent men to whom 
he has unfolded the scheme not one has 
disapproved. 
THE CAUCES AGREEMENT ACCEPTABLE. 
N ew Y o r k , December 19.h.—W ashing­ 
ton specials say the silver managers are en­ 
deavoring to secure promises from the 
Democrats not to obstruct final legislation 
by offering free coinage amendments. Tbe 
Republican leaders of the House have 
given the Senators to understand the cau­ 
cus on the financial measure is acceptable, 
and urge that every effort be made to pass 
it in its present shape, otherwise they will 
not be responsible tor the result. 


T H E E L E C T IO N S B IL L . 


Seu ator S te w a rt V igo ro u sly O p p o ses Its 
P a ssa g e . 
W a sh in g ton, December 19th.—Stewart's 
speech in opposition to the Federal elec­ 
tions bill was the feature of the Senate pro­ 
ceedings to-day, and is the topic of conver­ 
sation here to-night. It is the general 
opinion here that Stewart's bolt will en­ 
courage other Republican Senators to fol­ 
low suit. 
Like Stewart, Senator Teller of 
Colorado is very anxious for silvei legisla­ 
tion this session, and it is expected that his 
opposition to the elections bill will find ex­ 
pression in a speech to be delivered soon. 
Very few Senators were in their seats 
this efternoon when Stewart rose to ad­ 
dress the Senate, but before he had been, 
speaking ten minutes most of the seats 
were filled by both Republican and Demo­ 
cratic Senators, who listened with closest 
attention. The Democratic Senators crowd­ 
ed closely around him, and frequently 
clapped their hands in response to Stew­ 
art's vigorous denunciations of the force 
bill. 
The galleries frequently broke into 
applause, which was not stopped by the 
presiding officer's admonition. 
At the close of his speech Senator Teller 
shook Stewart warmly by the hand, and 
the Democratic Senators crowded around 
him and did likewise. 


fcUBSIDY S H IP P IN G B IL L . 


T h e F in a l l a t e o f th e M e asu re a t P re s e n t 
U n k n o w n . 
W a sh in g to n, December 19 h.—Tbe sub­ 
sidy tonnage combination bill will prob­ 
ably occupy the House for a day or two at 
least, and what the final result will be is 
very doubtful. The opposition hss not vet 
been fully crystallized. Tbe members have 
been busy with other work that has been 
assigned to them , or that is of especial in ­ 
terest to them, and they have not had time 
to thoroughly examine this proposition. 
There are some members who oppose all 
subsidy schemes on general principles, and 
therefore do not have to look very deeply 
into the question to determine where they 
stand, but some others will be infiuenced 
mostly by the question of cost. Some 
favor the mail subsidy proposition who 
will not vote for the 
tonnage bounty 
scheme, against which there is the strong­ 
est opposition. 
The idea of the friends of these two 
measures was that by combining they 
would bring together "the supporters of 
both propositions, and so secure the passage 
of a measure that would give ail they 
wanted, but the indications are that they 
have made a miscalculation and 
have 
materially weakened their position by 
amalgamation. 
The fact that a majority voted to con­ 
sider the m atter does not insure the passage 
of the bill proposed. Some less compre­ 
hensive scheme may be adopted, or the 
whole thing may fail. At present they are 
going over the whole question in Commit­ 
tee of the Whole, and a num ber of very 
material amendm ents will be proposed 
daring the course of consideration. The 
outcome may be a bill for a mail subsidy 
merely between this country and the Cen­ 
tral American ports. The Democrats are 
hopeful of knocking the whole thing over. 


P ersec u tio n e f J ew s. 
W a sh in g t o n , December 19th.—In the 
House to-day. Cummings of New York of- 
frred for reference a resolution setting forth 
that the members of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives of the United States have beard 
with profound sorrow and feeling akin to 
horror, the reports of the persecution of 
Seva in Russia, reflecting barbarism of 
past ages, disgracing hum anity and im ­ 
peding the progress of civilization. That 
the sorrow is intensified by the fact that 
such occurrences should happen in a coun­ 
try which has been filled with friends of 
the United States, and that clothed itself 
with glory not long Bince by the emanci­ 
pation of serfs and by its defense of Christ­ 
ians from the oppression of the Turks. 
The resolution directs the Secretary of 
State to forward it to the American Minis­ 
ter at St. Petersburg for presentation to the 
Czar. 
A lien Land A ct 
W a sh in g t o n , December 19;b .—Oates of 
Alabama, with authority of the House 
Committee on Judiciary, to-day reported a 
substitute for the bill to amend the Alien 
Land Act. The substitute differs from the 
bill now on the calendar in that it is made 
to apply not only to persons who are aliens, 
but to “any firm, company or corporation 


composed in whole or in paij of aliens, ex­ 
cept railroad corporations, ’ and that five 
years are given aiiens within which to dis- 
pc se of lands they buy in at foreclosure 
s ile s to protect mortgage or other interests 
they may have in the property. 
N aval A ppropriation B ill. 
W a sh in g ton, December 19th.—T ie na­ 
val appropriation bill is completed. It 
provides for one Dew ship, a triple screw 
protected cruiser, similar to cruiser No. 12 
The cost is limited to $2,750,000. The bili 
carries a total appropriation of about $30,­ 
500.009, being about $3 000,000 less than 
the estimates and considerably more than 
last year’s bill. 
It carries the following appropriations: 
For Mare Island. $51 785; for a residence 
for the Medical Director in charge of the 
Mare Is and Naval Hospital, $15,500. 
No S ite l e t C h o sen . 
W a sh in g to n, December 19:h.—Secretary 
Windom, 
Attorney-General Miller and 
Postmaster-General W anamaker, forming 
tbe commission to select a site for a pub­ 
lic building at San F.-ancisco, held a meet­ 
ing at the Treasury Department this m orn­ 
ing and heard arguments on the qtiestion. 
Representative Morrow gave information 
regarding the different sites suggested. I< 
was decided to hear fn-m Senator Stanford 
before coming to a decision, and another 
meeting will be held on Tuesday next. 


CO N G R ESSIO N A L. 


IN TH E SENATE. 
Washington. December 19th —In the Senate, 
to-day, alter the routine business, Stanford ad­ 
dressed the Senate on his bill to ii.cre&se tbe 
circulating medium. 
He said than m otey was the most im portant 
factor in tbe business relations of tbe country. 
There wes a lim it :o the quantity of gold and 
silver m etalr, and th at lim it could not be ex­ 
ceeded by an effort on the part ot the Govern­ 
m ent 
It was therefore a great m istake for the Gov- 
erhm en:|io confine itself, in the issue of money, 
to m aterial outside of its control and lim ited in 
quantity. 
On the sufficience of money de­ 
pended very largely the industries of the coun­ 
try. 
An illustration 
of its im portance is to be 
iouud in the present depressed financial condi­ 
tion. 
Never was the country more prosperous 
yet, owing to the w ant ot money, upon a slight 
disturbance of credit, there was distress over 
the land. 
So general was the uneasiness and apprehen­ 
sion that the money which ought to be in circu­ 
lation is being hoarded, ih e bill he was now 
considering proposed that ta e Government was 
in condition to issue a supply of money equal 
substantially to the general dem and, and to 
erect a standard by which the Government 
m ight determ ine up to the useful value of 2 per 
cent, w hat was the am ount needed. 
Money (legal tender notes) would be issued 
under the provisions ot the bill ujiou un m 
pc-iehable and practically uuexhaustible se-" 
curity, and its supply was to be as-.enaiued and 
detetm iued by the rate which the borrower 
could afford to pay. 
Two percent, was the am ount to be paid to 
the Government for the loan of its money, and 
so long as money was worth more thau two per 
cent., security beiug practicrily inexhaustible, 
money would always be borrowed from the 
Government, and thus the Governm ent would 
be able to discharge its duties and supply the 
general want. 
The principle of the Governm ent loaning 
money was fulty established by the advance it 
now had m ade upon its own bonds, which, 
while entirely good between the banker and 
Government, did strengthen the security of the 
bill-holder. which rested at last upou'the au­ 
thority of the Government. 
" Ih e scheme of the bill,” continued the 
speaker, "is to supply au am ple am ount of 
money lor tu -im ss purposes. I nave m eatioued 
lauds as security, because they appear to be the 
best and most certain of all security, and are 
sufficient to furuis;, «11 the money needed. The 
people, I think, will have more confidence in a 
tm aucial m easure that is new and radical, if it 
has at present land only for a basis. 
“ The rate of interest on these loins on real 
estate is fixed at two per cent, in the bill, hut 
in tim e m ay be reduced as experience shall 
teach. The rate of interest cnaiged by the 
Government under its provision- will not neces­ 
sarily fix the general rate of interest for busi­ 
ness purposes. T hat w ill always be determ ined 
by its value in use. The farm er, having this 
best security, w ill borrow for his own use or the 
use of others who m ay be willing to pay him a 
satisiactory interest, 
'ih e 
banker 
borrows 
money irom the Government Tree of interest 
and loans it at such rate as its ñse com m ands in 
the m arket. This measure has been compared 
to the law adopted in the Argentine Republic 
for loans un land, but there is no analogy be­ 
tween the two, and to compare the working of 
a m easure of ihnt republic of sav 5,000.090 papu­ 
lation to thn: of our country, with its eulight- 
eiltd 62,000,000, would be like comparing the 
m e'hods of some irresponsible banker to those 
of the Rothschilds. 
"The foundation of the whole m atter, and the 
real qu s.ion to be considered, is th at inas­ 
m uch as the Government reserves the right to 
issue money, it is its duty, tbe m eans being pro­ 
vided, to furnish w hat is necessarv to the pros­ 
perity of the people." 
The bill by Ingalls to allow the exchange of 
interest-bearing debt for legal tender notes, was 
referred to the Finance Committee. 
A resolution by Mauderson, was referred to 
the Committee on Indian Affairs, iustructiDg 
th at com m ittee to iuquire into the condition or 
the Indian lribe3 in North and South Dakota, 
M ontana and elsewhere, the steps necessary to 
di-arm them , etc. 
The eenate bill for public buildings at Fresno 
Calttornia. was placed on the caleuaar. 
’ 
The election bill was taken up, and Bates and 
Gib-on argued against it. 
■•itewart m ade an argum ent against the bill on 
ihe ground that au attem pt to execute it in the 
■South would be disastrous to both races. He 
was a frieud of iho colored m an, and deeply 
sym pathized w ith him , but could not ask him 
to put his iile in jeopardv. iu order to fight the 
political batlle foM iis (Stewart's) advantage. 
He was equally a frieud to the white m an and 
desire! to retrain from any act w hich m ight 
justify the white m an in m aking w ar upon a de- 
fenseles.s race, which Cotgress enfranchised. 
W batever 
was 
done in the m atter of the 
protection 
of 
suffrage 
in 
the 
South, 
unless done through voluntary action of the peo­ 
ple of that section, would have to result in one 
of two things: If the negro was protected by 
foice, the same force would inevitably be driven 
to the necessity of destroying his enem v that 
involved the enslavem ent and final exterm ina­ 
tion of the whites. The em ploym ent of force 
would result ultim ately in the exterm ination of 
either of the b.acks or the whites. If m ilitary 
power were to be used in the execution of the 
pending bill, then it should be defeated 
If it 
was to be a dead le ter, why pass it ? Public 
opinion at the South was entirely against it 
Instead of the protection of the colored m an it 
would bring upon him persecution and misery, 
if not deatb. No assumption of party necessity 
coutd justify such an act. It was the plain 
duty of the Senate to trust to natural causes in 
the hope th at they would rem edv the evil. The 
bill ought not to pass, because it would never 
be enforced; because It would consolidate the 
southern whites; because it would increase »ec- 
tioDal animosity and kindle anew the di-cords 
of the past. 
Stewart recalled the speeches in opposition 
to the force bill of 1S73 m ade by Senators Hoar 
and Hawley, then 
representatives. 
Among 
those voting against the bill Stewart recalled 
Foster, Garfield, William W alter Phelps. Kas- 
son and Kellogg. He suggested that the Super­ 
visors and other officers would become m arked 
men. From the reports of the iuvestigating 
committees and all knowledge obtained during 
the past twenty years, it was plain whEt their 
fate would be. 
Unless Congress -.vas disposed 
to proceed to a remedy under the Constitution 
—that of denying representation for any act of 
exclusion from or obstacles to the exercise of 
the franchise—the only rem edy that existed 
was in the enforcem ent of the laws already on 
the statute books, and in the assurance that no 
pressure from the outside would be exercised 
Iu his judgm ent the Solid South was m ain­ 
tained by the use of the cry that it was in­ 
tended on the part of those who controlled the 
General Government to interfere w ith their 
local affairs. The m om ent ,-uch a cry was 
effectually proven to be w ithout foundation 


disintegration m ust neces­ 
sarily bring about protection to the negro vote. 
An organization now irresistible 
in 
some 
States in suppressing that vote would be among 
ihe earliest to bid fqr it w hen tbev found it 
necessary for their existence. 
Hoar had the provisions of the force bill of 
1875 read, for the purpose of justifying the oppo­ 
sition to it by him self and other Republicans, 
and to show that there was no inconsistency 
in the support of the pending measure. 
Dawes introduced a bill to prohibit the open­ 
ing on Sundav of any exhibition w here appro­ 
priations of the United States are expended.

i n t h e h o u s e . 


W a s h i n g t o n , December 19th.—The House to­ 
day, after passing the District of Columbia bill, 
took up the conference report on the bill 
am ending the Act for a division of a portion of 
the Sioux Indians in Dakota into sm aller reser­ 
vations. The only change m ade is an author­ 
ization for an expenditure of an appropriation 
of 519.000, m ade for tbe purchase of beef and 
other rations. In speaking to the m easure, A- 
leu ot Mississippi took occasion to criticise Con­ 
gress for doing nothing to relieve the financial 
stringency of the country, and expressed his 
belief that the President has done wrong and 
showed his bitterness la attem pting to bulldoze 
the Senate. He quoted the rem ark of a lady 
fond of decorating herparlor with sculpture, to 
the effect that she was going to seenre a life­ 
sized statue of President H arrison. 
The report was agreed to and the House ad ­ 
journed.

T he O w en B roth ers’ F a ilu re—G en­ 
eral Terry's R em ain s 
B nrted.

FIN A N C IA L. 


E x ten siv e B u sin ess F orm erly C arried on 
by O w en B ros. 
P r o v id en c e, December 19.h.—The Owen 
Bros., who assigned yesterday, operated the 
Atlantic Mills, 
The failure involves a 
million or two, and was forced from a 
tight money market aud a failure to sell 
goods. The Atlantic Mills, which the Owen 
Bros operated, are situated in Oineyviile 
factory district, and are the largest cotton 
mills in that section and employ 20,000 
hands. The capi'al of the St. Croix Mills 
is $500.000 and $250,000 indebtedness. The 
firm consists of George and the heirs of 
Smith Owen. They did a business outside 
of general investment in milling enter­ 
prises as indorsers, and they were on a 
large am ount of paper. The St. Croix Mill 
in New Brunswick fell into their bands 
five years ago as indcrsers on half a mill­ 
ion of paper. They had paid off half of 
this amount, and the balance of the ex­ 
tension notes fur $250,000 remained for 
them to discharge December 1st. 
The 
members of the 
concern have, always 
been considered wealthy men, and they 
live iu great style here. Charles D. Owen 
W83 balt-owner of the famous yacht Sa­ 
chem when she won so many laurels in the 
great club races, 
KEAN a- CO. 
Ch ica g o, December 19th.—S. A. Kean, 
the banker who assigned yesterday and 
was arrested later on a charge of accepting 
a deposit when he knew the bank was in­ 
solvent, made a statem ent in Court this 
morning. He said he had the statement 
drawn up three days before the assignment, 
which placed the liabilities at $528,000 and 
the assets at $604,000. This statement was 
abont $1.000,000 less than that made by 
Assignee Jacobs yesterday. He thought it 
might not be exactly reliable. 
Kean said 
there was a large am ount of personal real 
estate in the hands of the assignee which 
did not appear in his statement. In sum­ 
ming up Kean’s statem ent the counsel for 
the depositors said it did not look as 
though the depositors would realize ovei 
25 cents on the dollar. 
Officers of the National W omen’s Chris­ 
tian Temperance Union state the losses of 
that organization and its publication house, 
through the failure of Kean & Co., are 
misleading, and they had not enough on 
deposit to injure them, beyond temporary 
inconvenience. 
Among the petitions filed in Court to­ 
day was one by the Treasurer of the Na­ 
tional W. C. T. U , who says Kean received 
from her on December 9th a note for $3,000, 
and sm aller amounts on December 12th 
and December 17ih, while aware that the 
bank was insolvent. A petition was also 
tiled by the W. C. T. U. Publishing Asso­ 
ciation to recover the amounts deposited. 
John Farson, of the banking firm of 
Farson, Leach & Co , made some interest­ 
ing statements in Court. H e was formerly 
connected with Kean's house, but w ith­ 
drew in 1889. 
W hen asked why, he said 
he was dissatisfied with Kean's manage­ 
ment. In the course of the examination 
it was learned that Wilson W addingham, a 
wealthy cattlem an, last July thought of 
going into partnership with Kean. He got a 
statement of the bank affairs from Kean, 
and consulted Farson. 
“ W hat was the result ?” said the attor­ 
ney. 
“ Well, W addingham didn’t go in,” re­ 
plied Farson. 


QU A D U C E L E H A N G IN G . 


F o u r In d ia n s P a y th e D e a th P e n a lty In 
M ont a n a . 
M issoula (Mont.), December 19;h —The 
greatest iianging which ever took place in 
the Northwest occurred here this morning. 
Four Indian murderers were hanged at the 
Court-house here. Their names were La La 
See, Pierre Paul, Antley and Pascale. 
Pierre Paul and Antley smilingly bade 
their friends good by. Twenty minutes 
after the trap 9prung all were dead. Their 
neck3 were broken. 
The crimes for which the four Indians 
were hanged were the most cowardly and 
brutal. 
Pa9caie killed a prospector named J. M. 
Dunn in the spring of 1889 near Demers- 
ville. Dunn traded horses with him, and 
when he refused to trade back the Indian 
shot him, taking the horse and what money 
he had. Pascale hid the body in the brush, 
where the bones were discovered months 
later by another Indian to whom Pascaie 
admitted the crime. The bones were iden­ 
tified by the rem nants of clothing and Pas­ 
cale was arrested. 
A ntlsy’s crime was participation in tbe 
ranrder of three white prospectors—Mc­ 
Donald. Seely aDd Thompson—in the fall 
of 1887 at Wolf Creek, near Tobacco 
Plains. The prospectors were surprised at 
a camp-fire by a party of six Kootenai In ­ 
dians, and were murdered in cold blood. 
Two of the Indians were captured soon 
ofier, and lynched by the people of De- 
mersville. 
Antley remained at large tiil 
last summer. 
La La See and Pierre Paul killed two 
white men, whose names are not known, 
in August, 1887, and threw ihe bodies into 
the Jack river, where they were found by e 
half breed woman, who was cautioned by 
the murderers to say nothing about the 
bodies. 
She notified the authorities, and 
the murderers were arrested last summer. 
The murders were unprovoked. The four 
prisoners were tried and convicted before 
Judge Marshall at Missoula last fall. 


T H E 
IN D IA N S. 


C om plaint M ade th a t N ot E n ou gh R a­ 
tion s A re F u rn ish ed . 
M in n e a p o l is. December 19th.—A Rapid 
City, S. D., special says: Reports of en­ 
gagements between the troops and Indians 
at Daly’s ranch and other points are false. 
There have been skirmishes between the 
reds and Colonel Day's command of settlers 
and cowboys, nnm bering fifty men. The 
last one, Tuesday, was a hot one. The In ­ 
dians attempted to burn the hav3tacks at 
Daly’s ranch, but were driven off by Col­ 
onel Day and ten men. 
A band of 150 hostiles is moving west­ 
ward fifty miles north of here, in Butte 
county. Eighty men of the Ninth Cavalry 
and sixty Cheyenne scouts have been sent 
after them. 
A BIG POW-WOW AND FIGHT. 
P ie b b e (S. D.), December 19th.—George 
Morris, storekeeper at Cheyenne City, near 
the mouth of Cherry creek,"has just arrived. 
He says ju9t before leaving there night be­ 
fore last twenty Indians from Sitting Bull's 
band arrived a rd held a big council with 
the Cherry creek Indians to see whether 
they should fight or not. and were joined 
after the council was over by 150 Chero- 
kees, all of whom started for the Bad 
Lands. Morris says daring the time the 
refugees were getting away to the Bad 
Lands sharp firing was heard between the 
ludían police and the hostiles, and that a 
battle no doubt has been fought, but as the 
settlers made haste to reach the towns 
they can give no further particulars. As 
the troops were ordered to that point yes­ 
terday it is believed the hostiles were 
iouted and captured. 
NOT ENOUGH POOD. 
W a sh in g to n, 
December 
19:h. — Dr. 
Bland, of the Indian Defense Association, 
has received a long letter from the Indian 


chief Red Cloud, at Pine Ridge Agency, 
under date of December 10th. 
Red Cloud 
says he is a constant friend of the whites, 
and his people have no intention of going 
on the warpath. 
H e never had anything 
to do with the ghost dance. He complains 
of the Government rations being cut down 
more and more every year. The past two 
seasons were so dry the Indians con'd 
raise little, and rations were so scant they 
bad to kill their own cattle to avoid starva­ 
tion. 
Many became sick from want of a 
proper quantity ot food, and 217 have died 
from starvation since the fall of last year. 


R A IL (FAT W O RLD. 


M eetin g to R ed u ce P a ssen g er R ates to 
th e C oast. 
Ch ica g o, December 19.h.—A meeting of 
the Chicago and St. Louis lines was held at 
the office of Chairman Finley, of the 
Western Passenger Association, for the 
purpose of readjusting rates to Pacific Coast 
poims, rendered necessary by the opening 
of the new Santa Fe route to the West by 
the way of 8t. Louis. The new line will be 
opened on Sunday. Heretofore tbe rate to 
California via St. Louis has been greater 
than that via Missouri river pciñts. 
A 
satisfactory agreement was reached, bv 
which the Santa Fe will be permitted to 
make the same rates via San Francisco as 
are in vogue upon the mere direct lines by 
the wey of K atsis City and Omaha. The 
effect will be to lower the existing rate via 
St. Louis 80 cents per ticket. The agree­ 
ment, which is a temporary one, will last 
until a more satisfactory equalization of 
the existing rates cau be made. 


NOT A STRONG AGREEMENT. 
N ew Y o r k , December 19th—The Com­ 
mercial Bulletin, editorially discussing the 
Westera Railroad agreement, say?: It is a 
serious question whaiher the Advisory 
Board possess any real power whatever. 
The agreement does cot look as strong or 
binding as has been expected. The absence 
of provisions in regard to the control of the 
different companies causes a feeling of dis­ 
trust. 
It seems to be the general im ­ 
pression of Wall street this agreement will 
be found not materially stronger than that 
formed with so much flourish by Ihe rail­ 
way Presidents sometime ago, which asso- 
cia'ion of "gentlemen” was found to have 
no power and came to nothing. It is a 
question 
whether 
the 
new agreement 
confers upon anybody more power than the 
old one. It is stipulated, indeed, that any 
official or employe who may disregard the 
established rates shall be at once discharged. 
But discharged by whom? W hat power 
could discharge Gould from the Presidency 
of the Missouri Pacific, or Huntington from 
the Presidency of the Southern Pacific? 
Even the form of agreement is about as 
frail as it cau be. The compact really in­ 
sures a term of six m onths ouiy. There 
seems every reason to expect that this ex­ 
pedient for controlling railroad competition 
will come to the same fruitless issue as all 
that preceded if.

BISHOP MANOGUE’S VIEWS. 
N ew Y o r k , December 19.h.—Right Rev. 
Bishcp Manogne, of Sacramento, Cal., has 
arrived on the Maj 'Stic. 
Bishop Manogue 
was bora in Kilkenny, Ireland, and is on 
his way home after spending eight weeks 
traveling over Ireland. 
Speaking of P ar­ 
nell and the present Irish situution the 
Bishop says: “ At present the people of 
Ireland are so greatly excited they have 
difficulty ia viewing tbe situation wiselv. 
However, there can be no doubt the lead­ 
ing people of Ireland feel convinced that 
Parnell is making a great mistake iu main­ 
taining his position iu face of the fact that 
it is more than likely that he could, by 
temporary re irement, gain home rule for 
Ireland iu a short time. To-day tbe ardent 
weil-wishirs and workers for Ireland's 
canee believe Parnell is no longer working 
for tbe well-being and welfare of bis conn" 
try. 
They believe Parnell ia now making 
his fight for Pjrneli and not fir home rule. 
He has the advantage of the prejudices of 
the Irish people sg tin a England, as is now 
deliberately postponing the further ad­ 
vancement of the ciuse for which he so 
long and hones'ly labored. 
“His fight to day is to be a greater man 
than Gladstone. H e refuses to perform the 
great act of patriotism by withdrawing, and 
thereby giving a chancefor the Irish mem­ 
bers to remain intact, acting with the Lib­ 
erals to confer upon Ireland the longed-for 
boon of home rule. The people of Ire­ 
land could not have been weaned from 
Parnell had it not been for the exposure of 
the divorce Courts. 
In that case he prom­ 
ised to come forth from public trial un­ 
stained, and left many of the very bes Irish 
elements in doubt as to the issue But they 
trusted him and believed him innocent. 
Then instead of clearing himself, he ap­ 
peared neither personally nor by counsel, 
and by thus confessing htm seif guilty he 
bitterly 
disappointed his most ardent 
friends. 
It is this admission of guilt which 
led so mnny supporters of home rule to 
declare against Parnell. 
The next general 
election wiil show how thoroughly he is 
repudiated.” 
PAP.NELL EVOKING SYMPATHY. 
L ondon, December 19.h.—A dispatch re­ 
ceived in this city from Michael Davitt 
states that tbe injuries sustained by Parnell 
at Castle Comer were inflicted by women 
and girls, who pelted him with flour and 
mud.

E Y R A U D T R IA L . 


Tlip, J u d g e s R e fu se to H a r e M ile, B o m ­ 
p a r d H y p n o tiz e d . 
P a r is, December 19th.—In the Evraud 
triai to-day Dr. Liegeois, head of the m edi­ 
cal faculty" of the College of Nancy, and a 
believer in hypnotization, explained his 
ideas on the subject,and expressed surprise 
that he had not been allowed to see Mile. 
Bompard for the purpose of ascertaining to 
what degree she is susceptible to hypnotic 
influence. The prisoner ought again to be 
put to sleep by mesmerism in order to re­ 
vive her recollection of the ldcts occurring 
at the moment of the confession of the 
crime. According to the indictment, Ey­ 
raud had not been able to pat Mile. Bom­ 
pard asleep, yet she had been amenable to 
the hypnotic influence of Garanger, having 
revealed the crime to him while hypno­ 
tized. For his (Liegeois’) part, if he’were 
the Judge, bearing in mind the previous 
mi scarriages of justice, he would rather 
cut off his head than pronounce sentence 
upon Mile. Bompard. 
When the sensation which this declara­ 
tion caused had subsided, the Procureur 
asked by what scientific means it was de­ 
termined whether hynotic sleep is real or 
simulated. 
Liegeois replied that a subject really put 
to sleep can bear, w ith a ^ betraying any 
symptoms of sensibility to pain, pin pricks 
in various portions of the body. 
Dr. Brcuardel was then called and 3aid 
he had little esteem for the theories of 
hypnotism. 
Liegeois’ statements wanted 
scientific proof. 
Bronardel was not in 
favor of again hypnotizing the prisoner. 
He did not wish to run the risk of letting 
the audience bear the revelations that 
might be made by the accused. 
Drs. Moliet and Ballet shared his views. 
They thought the case too complicated to 
haiAi been committed under hypnotic in­ 
fluence. 
Mile. Bompard’s counsel and counsel for 
Eyrand jointly requested that the woman 
be hvpnoti^d in open Court. 
The Judges, after consultation, refused 
the reqnest. 


SUDDEN 
DEM ISE. 


T h e E x citem en t o f a H an gin g Canges a 
S h eriff'» D ea th . 
S h eb b bo o k e (Quebec), December 19th.— 
Sheriff Webb died suddenly of heart dis­ 
ease at 8:45 o’clock this morning. H e was 
preparing to execute Remi La Monlagne, 
and it is believed that the excitement at­ 
tending the preparations for the hanging 
was the cause of his deaih. 
La Montague was hanged at 9:26, the 
Sheriff’s death having delayed the execu­ 
tion only a few moments. 
The crime for which La Montagne suf­ 
fered the ex’reme penalty of the law was 
moat abominable. One night in tbe month 
of July, 1888, he went to the bouse of his 
brother-in-law, Napoleon Michel, eaticel 
him to the door and shot him twice. Then 
he deliberately cut the throat 
of the 
wounded man and slashed his bleeding 
body with the knife. Not satisfied with 
this act of unparalleled brntality, the m ur­ 
derer dragged the still living man back 
into tbe house and set it on fire. 
He then 
fled, leaving his victim for dead, but Michel 
d-agged himself from the flames, badly 
burned, and died after a few weeks, but not 
without relating to the officers of justice 
all that had occurred. 
Mrs. Leda Michel, wife of the victim and 
sister of La Montague, an unusually hand­ 


some French-Canadian girl, 20 years old, 
was arrested for complicity in the crime. ' 
It was shown at the trial that she and 
La Montagne had been living in a state of 
incest. 
H er beauty and the fact that she 
was in an interesting condition secured her 
acquittal. 
A large reward was offered for La Mon­ 
tagne, and he was finally captured; but 
before his trial look place Leda absconded 
aud was arrested in Boston, from which 
place she was extradited on a charge of 
arson. 
She relused to testify at her 
brother s trial and was sent to jail for a 
year. 
La Montague made no rem arks on the 
scaffold, and seemed to be very much im ­ 
pressed when he learned of the sudden 
death of the Sheriff.

December Stb, Charles R. Barnett, a citizen 
of Kentucky, filed a petition in tbe United 
States Circuit Court, asking for the appoint­ 
ment of a receiver for the Northwest Fire 
and Marine lusur^ice Company. 
The corporation was incorporated under 
tbe laws of Oregon, with the principal 
office in this city. Ten days were given 
the insurance company to answer the pe­ 
tition. The case was called in Court to­ 
day, but as the parries to the suit were not 
quite ready, the hearing was postponed till 
this afternoon. 
In the petition, Barnett alleges that he is 
the owner of 125 shares of tbe original cap­ 
ital slock; that tbe Board of Directors has 
maintained aud kept false accounts and 
statements for the purpose of deceiving, 
misleading and deluding the stockholders 
and for the purpose of misleading the State 
officers w his- duty it is to look after the 
affairs of all insurance companies in the 
State, and for the further purpose of delud­ 
ing the public generally. 
The petition further alleges that on Oc­ 
tober 20,1890 the Directors,levied an assess­ 
ment of 50 per cent, on the suoscribed 
stock, giving fourteen days only to pay the 
same, well knowing that owing to she 
financial stringency tbe holders must for­ 
feit their holdings, and when the forfeit 
should occur the Directors would be given 
an opportunity to buy in the stock; 
that 
the affairs of the corpota'.ion did not war­ 
rant such ection save for the aggrandize­ 
m ent of the personal interests of the Di­ 
rectors. 
The petition further se's forth that the 
business of tbe corporation can now be 
wound up with but slight loss to the stock­ 
holders. but if iurther conducted as at 
present will result in loss to the sharehold­ 
ers, and will continue a menace to the pub­ 
lic doing business with the corporation 
Secretary of State McBride examined the 
company’s books November 9:h last, and 
his examination a3 published showed ton 
total assets of the company to be $305,­ 
823 88, and liabilities $113 482 78. 
Upon this showing tbe Directors will 
probably ask that tne petition be set aside, 
and that the company be allowed to con­ 
tinue business. The bearing is now in 
progress. The company has risks through­ 
out the Northwest valued at about $10,000,­ 
000. The company sustained severe losses 
at the time of ihe Seattle, Spokane and 
Ellensburg nre3.

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WALKS ABOUT LIMA. 


SOME OF THE SIGHTS OF THE AHCIEHT 
CAPITAL. 


Charm ing Señoritas and How They are 
Arrayed—shops, Churches, Plazas 
and Public Buildings. 


[Special Correspondence of the Record Union.) 
L im a, Pern, 1S90. 
The sojourner within these gates finds it 
difficult to believe himself living in the lat­ 
ter part of the nineteenth century, so 
Btrongly do all the surroundings savor of 
vice-regal days. Those vice-Kings of Spain 
left their finger-marks upon everything 
and there is hardly a street, park, public 
garden, church or Government building 
that Wes not named, planned or erected by 
one of them. 
Beginning with the great Plazs Major, or 
principal square, which coveis nearly nine 
English acres, we find that the handsome 
stone fountain in its center, surmounted by 
a bronze statue representing Fame, was built 
in 1053 by order of a viceroy. One of the 
earliest viceroys erected the enormous 
cathedral that faces one side of this plaza, 
with its facade painted red and yellow, its 
three green doors and a tower at each 
angle. For nearly three centuries its altars 
were burdened with gold and silver and 
jeweled articles of church service and orna­ 
ment, until a few years ago, when most of 
its treasures were appropriated and con­ 
verted into money by a needy republican 
government. In its dark crypt is the stone 
coffin of Pizarra, the conquerer, and an­ 
other containing the remains of his ras­ 
cally relative, GodziIo Pizarro. The enter­ 
prising tourist may go down and explore 
the gruesome place"by the dim flicker of a 
tallow dip and if he is curiously enough 
inclined, by the payment of a moderate 
sum to the sacristan, the stone cover will 
be removed frcm the more important coffin 
and the crumbling bones of the great con• 
quietador exposed to view. 
Another side of the same square is occu­ 
pied bv a rather mean-looking building, 
with small shops beneath it, which is no 
less than the old palace where Pizarro 
ruled with a high hand during his brief 
day here, and where he was assassinated by 
“the men of Chile,” who appointed them ­ 
selves the avengers of Almagro’s murder. 
Its upper part still serves as a Government 
“palaehio” and is occupied by various offi­ 
cers of the new regime. 
The long, straight streets that diverge 
from this central square and run at right 
angles have an appearance of age and sol­ 
emnity not borrowed from the frail struc­ 
tures that line them on either side. As 
earthquakes are momentarily expected and 
the city stands iu the very heart of the 
rainless region, its peculiarities ofarchi- 
tectuie are largely the outgrowth of local 
causes. 
More substantial structures of 
brick or stone could not so well resist 
the convulsions of nature, and the taller 
and more top-heavy they were, the grea’er 
would be the danger to their inmates; 
therefore the buildings are generally of 
one story only, seldom more than two, 
and of the lightest materials that can be 
made to hold together. One can hardly 
believe that the apparently massive towers 
and buttresses of the extensive churches 
are merely great wicker baskets, deceptive 
combinations of canes and poles, tied to­ 
gether with thongs, plastered over with 
mud, and painted; bat such is the case. 
Some of them are elaborately stuccoed, 
and look like splendid structures of carved 
Btone, but one smart summer shower, such 
as our Northern cities are subject to, would 
reduce them all to skeletons as bare and 
ghastly as that of “the late Mr. Pizarro,” 
in his stone bed uuder the cathedral. 
As the absence of rain renders pitched 
roofs unnecessary, the coverings of the 
houses are fiat, often made of pole3 over 
which is spread a matting of shredded 
cane, supporting a layer of ashes and dried 
grass, intended to absorb the dampness of 
the fogs. More commonly, however, the 
roofing is of boards, overlaid with adobe ; 
and one is struck by the fact that in all 
Lima, and, indeed, in all South America, 
there is not such a thing as a Northern 
chim ney! 
Notwithstanding their airy 
frame-work, the builders thereof did not 
ignore the architectural traditions of their 
Moorish and Castilian ancestors. The 
largest casas of the wealthiest people show 
little more than bare, blank walls outside, 
with few windows on the ground floor, and 
those all heavily barred with iron, each 
house with one huge foldiug-door which 
opens flush with the pavement of the street, 
and leads into the palio, or inner court­ 
yard, with its fountain and flowers and 
shrubs, into which all the living-rooms 
open. The barred windows are relics of 
early days in old Castile, when precautions 
against bandits were a constant necessity; 
and they have served equally well in tlrs 
country, during the time of the viceroys, 
against hordes of pirates from the sea and 
hinds of robbers from the mountains, an$ 
in later days against revolutionists. 
The more modern houses are two-storied 
and these always have balconies, regular 
Romeo and Juliet retreats, whose golden 
opportunities for flirtation are by no means 
neglected. Wherever there is an upper 
story, the lower one is seldom used for liv­ 
ing purposes, but is generally given over to 
stabling the horses, storing the carriages, 
servants’ quarters, etc., or is rented room 
by room to as many small shop keepers. It 
is not all uncommon to find a family of 
high degree and great social pretensions, 
belonging to that exclusive inner circle of 
uppertendom. than to gain admittance 
whereto it would be easier for a camel to 
go through the eye of a neeu¡¿, residing 
above a butcher's stall, with strips of raw 
beef, half-dissected pigs, sausages and en­ 
trails festooned in bold relief- whi,'? pear 
}í e mt'.Z entrante á Cobbler sits at his 
bench pegging the coarse shoes of los pobres, 
and a woman squats in the front door, 
with a kettle of odorous fat sizzling over a 
charcoal brazier, frying a vile combination 
of fish, fowl and ga’rlic made up into little 
pies, which she sells to passers-by. 
The two sides of the Plaza Mayor are oc­ 
cupied by portales, with shops behind 
them, or to be more explicit, by buildings 
whose street fronts are faced by pillared 
corridors roofed in a long series of arches. 
These portales are the favorite promenade 
of the ladies of the city, and therefore, as 
a matter of course, of the gentlemen also. 
At all times and seasons one mav meet 
here the beauty and fashion and “flower” 
of Lima, as well as the extremes of riches 
and poverty, pride and squalor, that make 
up the variegated life of this old city. The 
shops are small, but surprisingly crowded 
with handsome goods, and in them one 
may find nearly every article of fashion 
and luxury which the largest stores of 
Europ? and the ypited States can show, 
JThey ire nearly all kept by forei^ers, 
french predominating, Germans coming 
next in line, then a few Italians and Eng­ 
lishmen. Some of the finest fancy good9 
stores are owned and managed by Chinese 
merchants, who enjoy the monopoly of 
trade in embroidered mantas and silk 
tresses. Tuére are three or four large 
establishments conducted by merchants 
from the United States, and the house of 
the Grace brothers (of which banker Wm. 
R. Grace, of New York city, is the head), 
"racúcallj monopolizes North American 
trade in Pern. 
Pawn shops are incredibly numerous 
and packed with treasures of every descrip­ 
tion, diamonds, pearls, emeralds, splendid 
laces, articles of virtu, table service and 
toilet sets of solid gold and silver (includ­ 
ing pieces for all the common uses of the 
bedroom, betokening the extravagance of 
an age when the Andes poured out streams 
of precious metal that were thought to be 
exhaustless), for since these later days of 
poverty the wolf has been kept from the 
aoor by the surreptitious sale of household 
treasures, heirlooms, keepsakes and even 
rich, old-fashioued garments which their 
dead grandmothers wore. It is .quite the 
fashion here to visit pawn shops, and the 
tourist cannot do better than go on tours of 
inspection and perhaps convert some 
coined silver into jewels in antique set­ 
tings, which may sometimes be bought for 
a tithe of their real value. 
From !be Plaza Mayor the street called 
San Laziro leads down to the river Rimae, 
where it is crossed by an ancient stone 
bridge, which was built in the year 1610. by 
order of Marquis Montes Clara3. the then 
reigning viceroy. It has s>x arches, willi 


deep recesses on each aide, lined with atone 
benches. Here pedestrians stop to rest, and 
the place is freqnented at all hoars by 
idlers of the lower classes, who do their 
philandering here, while los ricos are prom­ 
enading in the flowery paths of the Ala­ 
meda. Here orange peddlers bring piles of 
golden fruit; the tómale woman squats be­ 
side her brazier and frieB garlicky com­ 
pounds that scent the air; and the beggar 
snns his vermin-infested rags by day on 
the same stone bench that serves him for a 
bed at night. Formerly the bridge was 
reached on the side of the city proper by a 
lofty arch, painted in fantastic colors and 
npholding a clock; but it long since went 
the way of other unsubstantial structures. 
The quaint old theater, which nowa­ 
days serves for a swell Italian opera house, 
was built by another viceroy, more than a 
hnndred years ago. Its alleged “boxes,” 
which are mere empty stalls, all open upon 
a eallery in the open" air, and to get into 
one of them yon must climb a long flight 
of-outside stairs leading to this airy cor­ 
ridor. The splendid Pantheon (cemetery), 
just outside the city limits, was laid out oy 
another viceroy, Abascal, in the year 1808. 
Its chapel contains a handsome altar, and 
there are many costly monuments and 
well-kept flower beds. The vaults are 
built up in the walls, like rows of ovens, 
tier above tier, each numbered in order. 
Most of them are rented for a stated num­ 
ber of years, payment, of coarse, being in 
advance; and if the lease is not renewed at 
the end of the term, the coffin, with what­ 
ever it may yet contain, is summarily 
evicted. 
Another viceroy laid out the beautiful 
Alameda (“grove of elms,” or public paseo), 
and also built the bull-ring. The latter is 
well worth a visit, though bull-fights are 
now of comparatively rare occurrence, say 
half a dozen in course of a year. It is an 
immense circular inclosure of old-rose 
tinted adobe, surrounded by seats rising 
tier above tier, with "boxes” above as in 
the theater, the latter being entered from 
an outer corridor, reached by flights of 
stairs running up outside the circle. 
The fashionable entertainment is what 
is known as “bull baiting” und always 
takes places on Sundays. The bull is 
not killed es in Spain, Mexico and some 
other countries, but is simply tormented 
for the sport of the populace. Generally 
the young bloods of society do the “bait­ 
ing” and it is looked upon as a very high- 
toned, athletic sort of pastime, something 
like cricket matches in England, or polo at 
Newport. The señoritas decorate tin darts 
with lace and ribbon rosettes and give them 
to their lovers to thrust into the hide of the 
bull. The great feat is to stick these darts 
into the face or fore shoulder of the enraged 
animal, and in order to do so the thrower 
must stand in front of his horns. No horses 
are disemboweled in these performances, 
but it now and then happens that a gentle 
maiden has the excitement of seeing her 
active young lover gored to death. Many 
years ago an attempt was made to suppress 
bull-fighting altogether; but though the 
press was opposed to it and many of the 
bist people, the "ruling passion” was yet 
too strong in the minds of the populace. So 
it was determined to regulate the Sunday 
pastime by law, and to confine it to a sin­ 
gle building erected for that purpose. The 
regulations aforesaid comprise several 
chapters, and the official code is about 
twice as long as the Constitution of the Re­ 
public. 
As all the world knows, the ladies of 
Lima are proverbial for their beauty. Such 
large, liquid, “soulful” eyes; such rosebud 
lips and pearly teeth ; such dainty band6 
and feet and rounded arms and graceful 
figures, it would be hard to find so com­ 
monly anywhere else on earth. A com- 
para’ively few of the more ultra-fashion­ 
able wear modern hats and bonnets forstate 
occasions, but the vast majority still cover 
their glossy black tresses with the lace 
mantilla or black manta of silk or woolen. 
The latter is the only correct thing for 
church wear among young and old, rich 
and poor; and a bonnet would no more be 
allowed during service, than a gentleman 
at the North would be expected to come to 
the communion altar with his hat on his 
head. But the mantas are no longer put 
on as formerly, so that oniy one eye of the 
wearer »is visible, but are disposed with 
more or less coquettish effect, and are 
vastly more becoming to the Castilian type 
of beauty than the most elaborate triumphs 
of French millinery. When properly worn, 
the manta makes meal-bag shapes look 
fragile, and bean-pole figures assume grace­ 
ful contours, and not only disguises defect­ 
ive features, lending to the most common­ 
place face a pic'.uresqueness akin to beauty 
—but, like charity, it covers a multitude of 
sins in the way of uncombed hair, rents, 
dirt and shabby attire. Some of the em­ 
broidered mantas of black crepe are ex­ 
ceedingly beautiful, and cost from $100 to 
$500, the amount of silk embroidery upon 
it indicating the wealth of the wearer. Or­ 
dinary mantas, Ettcb as the majority wear, 
are simply large squares of soft black cassi- 
mere, or nuns’ veiling, and can be bought 
for from $15 to $30. A common article of 
dyed cotton is imported from England, at a 
cost of $3 or $4 apiece, for the Iudian and 
negro women, 
Lima boasts of no fewer than 126 Cath­ 
olic churches, besides a round dozen mon­ 
asteries and convents, all of them estab­ 
lished by representatives of the Spanish 
crown. Outwardly none of them are par­ 
ticularly striking, except for their gaudy 
coloring and excessive ugliness. Perhaps 
the most imposing one, aside from the 
great cathedral, is the church and adjacent 
monastery of San Francisco, which was 
built in 1536 and is said to have cost $15,­ 
000 000—more than the capítol at Wash­ 
ington. It covers a large tract of ground 
near the bank of the Rimae. Its gardens 
(of which we caught a glimpse through 
the open door, petticoats, of course, not 
being admitted) are lovely beyond de­ 
scription. The whole interior is covered 
with most beautiful tiles, many acres of 
them, which have stood the test "of three 
centuries, and still surpass the best that 
modern genius can produce. In this con- 
yent the monks preserve the bed on which 
Saint í ’rancis died, his sandals, rosary, 
sackcloth rob? and the coffin in which his 
body was carried to Romé. 
It was not long after the conquest before 
the inquisition was established in Peru— 
that fearful engine of Spain’s despotic 
power. It is a mistake to suppose that it 
was altogether a Popish institution ; for 
here it was essentially Spanish—at least in 
its worst form. The student of history 
knows that while the Spaniards were using 
it as a cloak to cover the most hideous 
enormities, Popes were found expostulating 
against the atrocities they perpetrated. 
Thus while Torquemade and Manrique 
were burning their hundreds of heretics, 
8extus IV. was ordering the former to cease 
their persecutions of several individuals, 
and counseling moderation. Pope Pius 
IV. interceded in favor of Carranzi, the 
aged Archbishop of Toledo, who had closed 
the eyes of Charles V., but was afterwards 
accused cf holding Lutheran doctrines; 
and George III. erected in Rome a monu­ 
ment in praise of the same prelate. Cer­ 
tainly the inquisition of Spain and Peru 
was n?t sp much a religious as a political 
institution, employed oy ruier» ÍC '? nrIer 
themselves absolute. In theory, the In­ 
dians were exempted from its jurisdiction ; 
but it is extremely doubtful whether those 
persecuted people always escaped its cruel 
clutches. 
The Peruvian 8enate now occupies the 
council chamber of the old Inquisition 
building, whose famous ceiling was carved 
by monks in the mother country and sent 
over as a gift to Pizarro's capital in the 
year 1560. In the old days the council 
chamber was presided over by three Inquis­ 
itors; and many were the’ unfortunate 
whom they condemned to 
uarned, hear 
the spot in the suburbs of San Lazaro where 
now stands the bull-ring. Others were 
torn upon the rack, or partially broiled 
over live coals, or subjected to other dia­ 
bolical torments, long after the inquisition 
had ceased to exist in Europe. It was only 
at the beginning of the present century, 
and shortly before the Peruvian war for in­ 
dependence (in 1312, I believe,) that the 
fearful tribunal was abolished and an in­ 
furiated populace destroyed all the instru­ 
ments of torture. The room where the lat­ 
ter were employed adjoins the council 
chamber, and is now used as a retiring 
room for the Senators, the dark pockets in 
the walls, in whicti heretics were sealed up 
and smothered, being utilized for closets 
and wardrobes. 
The Peruvian Chamber of Deputies now 
occupies the ancient home of the College of 
St. Marcus, the oldest institution of learn­ 
ing on the hemisphere, established by the 
Society of Jesus, in the year 1551.

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HOW TO MAKE HENS PAY-REMARK­ 
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Coarse Food for Cattle—Caring Green 
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Can money be made by keeping poultry? 
That is the question, and I shall try to 
prove that a fair profit can be made, says a 
Newton, Mass.. correspondent of the Bos­ 
ton Herald. 
To start with, yon must have a good 
flock of the breed yon prefer, good hen­ 
houses and good judgment. One reason 
that so many people give up poultry in dis­ 
gust is because they crowd and overfeed 
their hens, or else they don’t clean ont 
their houses of;en enough. A complete 
failure is the result, and another fool is 
added to the list who will say; “Poultry- 
keeping for money is a failure, as we have 
tried it.” 
Another reason for failure is in the feed­ 
ing of corn to a laying flock of hens. 
It will soon fatten them so that no 
eggs will be laid, and the man will go 
right along and keep feeling corn, and 
wonder why he gets no eggs. 
Don’t feed corn to laying hens, but feed 
oats and bran. Feed bran mixed with 
table scraps, and don’t feed yellow meal. 
Never feed bad meat, unless you want 
to lose a few hens, but feed sound, good 
food. 
In winter give plenty of meat and green 
food, and always give lukewarm water in 
the morning. 
Have the hen-house built well, and be 
sure no roofs leak; iu winter it is a good 
plan to have the hen-house full of leaves. 
The hens will scratch among them, and 
this will keep them happy and they will 
lay.Have a platform under their roosting 
places, ana clean the droppings off every 
morning, and not once a year. 
Good nests can be made out of orange 
boxes. Change once in a while and make 
new nests. 
You need not whitewash a ben-house 
oftener than once a year if yon have kept 
everything clean and neat. 
Be sure aud give clean, fresh water every 
m orniD g, as this is of the greatest import­ 
ance. 
Leghorns and langsbans are the best 
breeds, and if you are going to keep oniy a 
few hens, have half of them leghorns and 
half langshans. They are both fine layers, 
and the leghorns are said to Dever set, 
though last summer I had a pure leghorn 
set and hatch three chickens. 
Some poultry men advise feeding hard 
boiled eggs to young chickens, but I know 
that by this method more harm is done 
than good. Feed anything soft, and never 
feed soft food on the ground unless you 
want a smell that will Sill your chickens. 
In case your chickens have lice, never 
put lard or oil on them. Last year I had 
some chickens that had a few lice, so I put 
some lard on them. They soon died, and 
when later on I was troubled this way 
again I used kerosene, and killed seme fine 
white Plymouth Rock chickens. I exam­ 
ined the chickens, and found that the oil 
had been so powerful that it had eaten 
away the skin around the wings and neck, 
and so I had killed both the lice and 
chickens with the oil. 
Always use insect powder and you will 
kill all the lice and no chickens. 
My chickens, from the time they are 
hatched untii they begin laying, get more 
hard food than soft. Wheat and corn are 
my favorite foods for chickens, and chick­ 
ens brought up on this diet always live and 
are healthy. 
I have in my yard some chickens hatched 
last April laying now. I give my hens only 
two meals a day, and that keeps them in 
proper condition. 
Last year, bv keeping some old hens 
through" the winter, I lost nearly $40. So 
don't keep your old hens unless you want 
to lose also. 
In selling my eggs I always get five cents 
more a dozen than store prices, and at pres­ 
ent am getting forty cents a dozen, while 
eggs are thirty cents and thirty-five cents a 
dozen, and I have more orders than I can 
fill.I am not an old hand at the business, and 
oniy keep hens so as to have a little pocket 
money. I have made my poultry pay, and 
this winter expect to make a good deal, as 
my pullets will be laying. 
If you would be successful, feed your 
hens moderately ; don’t overcrowd them ; 
keep their houses clean; don’t depend on 
hired help: keep the old reliable hen to do 
your hatching for you, and don’t use incu­ 
bators and brooders. 
COARSE FOOD FOR CATTLE. 
Straw, corn-fodder and rough hay are 
known as coarse foods because much of 
such foods contain either an excess of 
woody fiber and little nutrition in propor­ 
tion to bulk, or are not as readiiy eaten by 
stock as good hay or food of a better qual­ 
ity. For this reason there is a large waste 
of valuable feediDg material in the United 
States that might be saved and used if 
proper attention is given to the preparation 
of foods and the combining of the different 
materials in a manner by which all can be 
utilized, and a corresponding gain in meat 
or milk thereby secured. Millions of stacks 
of straw, and a still larger number [of 
“shocks” of corn-fodder rot in the fields or 
are damaged in a manner to render the 
food valueless, though all of such could be 
made to perform service. 
Animals do not always eat bulky food 
for its nutrition, but sometimes aa a com- 
E 
lete chaDge from a sameness ol diet, and 
ecanse the bulky food distends the stom­ 
ach and aids digestion. A variety of food, 
of any kind, will be preferred to one or 
two articles regularly given. Cattle and 
sheep that are daily allowed hay and grain, 
if permitted to have access to wheat straw, 
or cornstacks, will eat quite a quantity of 
such materials, and if the straw or corn- 
fodder is cut up, and ground grain added, 
even horses have been known to thrive 
well on such duriitg the winter. 
Where a liberal supply of grain is allowed 
there is no risk incurred by feeding the 
coarse foods to any class of stock, and it is 
an advantage to do so fn order to feed less 
hay when the season has not been favor­ 
able to grass and hay making. Each ani­ 
mal on the farm is kept for a certain pur­ 
pose. and the food supplied should be given 
with a view of deriving a product rather 
than to feed simply to supply all animals 
alike. If the cows are to be kept in full 
flow of milk they should be kept on the 
best of food, wilh a smaller allowance of 
coarse provender; but for dry cows, oxen, 
sheep, or animals that require only food 
for the support of their bodies, the’coarse 
foods should compose a large portion of 
the ration. Animals that are used for 
breeding purposes need not be very fat, and 
with good shelter end a fair ailowiuice of 
grain, the straw and fodder may b " used 
with the hay. It is not here suggested that 
bay be discarded, nor are straw and fodder 
proposed as regular foods, but to urge that 
it is economical and profitable to put such 
food3 to better use than is usual on farms, 
and to aim to derive a profit from that 
which is sometimes wasted.—Philadelphia 
Record. 
A SW A p.kable crop contest. 
Nearly 1,000 bushes of potatoes—or, to 
he exact, 974 bushels and 4S pounds—have 
been grown on one acre of land in Johnson 
county, Wyo., the past season. This crop 
wins the first prize of several hundred dol­ 
lars offered by the American Agriculturist 
for the largest yield of potatoes on one ex­ 
act acre. It wa9 grown on virgin soil, with­ 
out manure or fertilizer, but the land was 
rich in potash, and the copious irrigation 
was of water also rich in saline material. 
There were 22 800 hills ¡on one acre, and 
1.560 pounds of 9ets, containing one, two 
and three eyes, were planted, of the early 
Vermont and Manhattan varieties. The 
profit on the crop on this first-prize acre 
was $714. exclusive of $500 in prizes. An 
other large crop was that of R. A. Chis 
holm of Del Norte, Col., of 8471 bushels on 
1,000 pounds of fertilizer. There was great 
interest in the competition in the famous 
potato-growing country of Aroostook, 
northern Maine, where the crops secured 
ranged from 450 to 746 bushels per acre. 
These crops largely exceed those grown in 
a similar competition last yea'', when 7384 
bushels of potatoes in Aroostook county 


took the grand prize of $1,100. Other prize 
crops last year were—135 bushels of oats on 
one" acre. 80 bushels of wheat and 255 
bushels of shelled corn. It appears from 
the forthcoming issue of the American Agri­ 
culturist, iu which the results of the contest 
are to appear, that the average Western 
potato crop on virgin soil is hardly up to 
that under ordinary culcure in the East, 
while intelligent fertilization seems equally 
profitable in both sections. The wonder­ 
ful operation of the mysterious laboratory 
of the soil is emphasized by the evidence in 
this competition that crops were increased 
50 to 100 per cent, by the application of 
actually pure plant food at the rate of only 
one pound to 100 or 200 square feet of land. 
The superiority of fertilizers or chemical 
manures over stable manures for potatoes 
is also emphasized by the two years’ con­ 
test. 
CUBING GREEN OLIVES. 
C. F. Loop, in the Rural Californian, 
recommends the following: "Prepare a 
quantity of lime water in an oak barrel by 
dissolving fresh quicklime in water. Add 
water when slacking so that you will have 
plenty of the clear solution afier slacking 
and settling. This solution must be tested 
by dropping olives into it after it becomes 
cold and clear. If the olives float the 
strength is all right. 
"The olives to be trae'.ed must be placed 
in a glass or earthern vessel, covered with 
this solution and closed, stirring every 
hour gently, five or six times. Let the 
olives remain closed twenty-four hoars. 
Begin the process in the morning and on 
the following morning draw off the bitter 
lime water and replace or cover truit with 
fresh water. After twelve hours drain off 
the water and again apply lime water. 
Continue this alternate use of lime and 
fresh water daily until the bitterness 
is discharged from" the olives. Wiien the 
fruit is cut to the pit and no bitterness, or 
only a trace is found, and the water when 
drawn off is flat and tasteless apply brine 
as in former directions. This method is 
used in districts where the olive contains a 
low per cent, of bitterness. If the Mission 
olive required twenty-one days to extract 
the bitterness from the pulp, the Columella 
would require only seven days. Olives 
can be treated by this method when they 
are colored aud still firm, but not after 
they become black and ripe.” 
LARGEST FARM IN THE WORLD. 
In the extreme southwest corner of 
Louisiana, says Spare Moments, lies the 
largest farm in the world, measuring 100 
miles north and south and twenty-five 
miles east and west. It is owned aud op­ 
erated by a syndicate of Northern capi­ 
talists. The Í,5iX),000 acres of the tract 
were purehased_in 1883, from the State of 
Louisiana and from the United States 
Government. At that time it was a vast 
G 
razing land for the cattle of the few 
ealers of the neighborhood, over 30 000 
head of half-wild horses and cattle being 
thereon. Now this immense tract is di­ 
vided into convenient pasture stations, or 
ranches, existing every six miles. The 
fencing alone cost in the neighborhood of 
$50,000. 
The land is best adapted for 
rice, sugar, corn and cotton. All culti­ 
vating, ditching, etc., is done by steam 
power. A tract, say a half a mile wide, is 
taken and an engine is placed on each 
side. The engines are ponabie, and oper­ 
ate a cable attached to four plows, and 
under this urrangement thirty acres a day 
are gone over with only the labor of three 
men. Harrowing, planting and other cul­ 
tivation is done in a like manner. There 
is not a single draught horse on the en­ 
tire place. Of course, horses are used for 
the herders of cattle, of which there are 
16,000 head. The Southern Pacific Rail­ 
way runs for thirty-six miles through the 
farm. The company have three steam­ 
boats operating on the waters of their es­ 
tates, of which there are 309 miles navi­ 
gable. They have also an ice-house, a 
bank, a ship yard and a rice mill. 
STRAWBERRY PLANTS SET IN AUTUMN. 
We have occasionally found it conveni­ 
ent to set strawberry plants in autumn, 
and in one instance set a small bed in 
February during an unusually warm win­ 
ter when the ground in the garden was not 
frozen, says that the Albany Cultivator. 
Blocks of earth were lifted containing the 
plants, and set in excavations previously 
made of the right size. They bore fruit 
the next June. This mode of planting we 
have adopted at other seasons, and it suc­ 
ceeds well with light soil or with soil not 
too wet, for if the soil contains too much 
moisture thespadecompresses it and makes 
it too hard when dry. It is, of course, em­ 
ployed only when the plants grow in the 
sanie garden, a number of the blocks being 
placed in a wheelbarrow for conveyance ¡ 
from one bed to the other. The principa! j 
danger with novices is in packing the soil ' 
in blocks too hard with the 9pade in dig- ' 
ging. E. Williams, of Montclaire, N. J.. t 
has adopted this inode with success at the 
end of summer, and he had found the 
plants thus tieated, with full length of 
roots, much better than in the potted 
plants, and he estimates the success 50 per 
cent, better th3n with plants packed and 
bought with denuded roots, and from a 
distance. 
FARM NOTES. 
One of the best modes of mulching 
strawberries is to spread fine, well-rotted 
manure over the rows. 
A head of cabbage in the poultry yard 
will be found very acceptable to the hens, 
as only a few days will elapse before noth­ 
ing but the stalk will be left. 


leaving only sach branches as will be re­ 
tained later on. 
The black knot is the scourge of the 
cherry and plum, bat it can be prevented 
by vigfiance. Cut away any of the limbs 
that snow signs of the disease, and spray 
the tree wi ll kerosene emulsion or the 
B jrdeaux mixuire. The disease will spread 
to every tree in tbe orcha d if allowed to go 
unchecked. 
The editor of The Rural Xew Yorker is 
emphatic in preferring the spring to the 
fall for transplanting hardy trees of any 
description. Why ? Because the weather 
in early spring is always moist and the 
roots start at ouce Thea in a few weeks 
the reciprocal union be ween bu i, leaves 
and root9 be/ns, and the tree is estao’ished 
and safe.

There is something in hay to be looked 
after. It should be clean, "free from the 
effects of dampness (which render it moldy 
or musty), and should be fed in racks. 
Horseradish is better if dug late in the 
fall and stored like other roots. Those who 
grow it for market find the best sale for it 
in February and March, before any can be 
dug from open ground. 
! 
Between 30.000,000 and 40,000,000 gallons 
of wine will be made in the United States j 
this year, of which California will produce ; 
more than half. Seven-eighths of tbe 1 
grapes of California go to the wine press, 
j 
According to the new census statistics of 
the vine industry there are 400.000 acres 1 
devoted to vineyards, of which 300,000 are ! 
in bearing. Of the acres of bearing vines ¡ 
in the country California alone ba3 150,000. 
Scrape and wash the trees with strong 
soapsuds, or a solution of potash, and then 
whitewash them. Clean trees are attractive, 
and the removal of the bark prevents 
many insects from finding harboring 
places. 
Sheep are very fond of good, clean, 
bright straw, but they will not eat straw 
readily if it is damaged. Straw alone, 
however, is not suitable, but if allowed 
other food the sheep will utilize straw as a 
part of their diet. 
There has been an unusually large pro­ 
duction this year of tomatoes. Delaware 
and Maryland have grown aud canned im ­ 
mense crops of tomatoes, wtiich have made 
up in part for the almost total failure of j 
their peach crops. 
Many pumpkins are lost in the winter 
season by being kept too damp. Dry and 
cool air suits them. In such a situation 
they keep good until spring. Besides their 
use for catue housekeepers value them for 
use in the kitchen. 
Results ot experiments in grapevine 
girdling indicate that when the vine is 
girdled the fruit ripens so much earlier 
(about ten days) that many late varieties 
may be grown in localities which otherwise 
would not mature the fruit before frost. 
If a calculation or estimate could be 
made of the amount of filth that is added 
to the milk of all the cows in this country, 
in one year, by not keeping the cows clean, 
and by not using water on the hands before 
milking, it would pile up by ton9. 
Rake np all the debris aronnd the grape 
vines and burn the leaves and other mate­ 
rial collected. Scatter air slaked lime lib­ 
erally on the ground around the vines. In 
the spring turn the soil under and use more 
lime. In this hianner the ravages of the 
rot can be greatly mitigated. 
When yon succeed in securing a good 
cow, or notice one in your neighbor’s herd, 
aim to secure calves from her, sired by a 
bull of some preferred breed. But. above 
all. first investigate the breeding of the 
cow, bow she was produced, and from 
which family she derived her meritorious 
qualities. 
The shaping of a tree should be done 
when it is young. The practice of allowing 
useless limbs to grow, only to be sawed or 
chopped off when the tree is large, is a mis­ 
take, as every undesirable limb grown de­ 
prives the other limb3 of so much food 
nourishment. Begin with tbe first year 
and train tbe tree to the shape desired,

Sarah B. Cooper, President of the Golden 
Gate Kindergarten Association, furnishes 
the following article to a San Francisco 
paper: 
For more than half of a life now looking 
toward the setting sun Providence has di­ 
rected my labors into charitable lines, and 
the interest in the work has strengthened 
as experience deepened. The success of 
w hat was styled kindergarten work in 
Germany attracted my attention some 
years ago, and as I studied the methods of 
Froebei, the chief light of the system. I be­ 
came convinced that a judicious app ¡ca­ 
tion of kindergarten effort to the children 
in the poorer quarters of San Francisco 
would pay in lives purified and directed 
from criminal channels into tho3e which 
lead to respectability and business success. 
In 1879 I was teaching a Bible class of 
several hundred, and one day I said to my 
class, “ I believe in a religion that does 
something in this world.” 
I told them 
that ‘ a religion that had everything for 
some future world and nothing for this 
world had nothing for either.” 
I then outlined my project of founding a 
kindergarten somewhere in the Barbáry 
Coast, and invited suggestions. The class 
a t once felt great interest in the cause of 
Deglected children, and we immediately be­ 
gan looking tor a suitable building. W hea 
our search begau we had but $7 50 per 
m outh pledged for the support of our 
school, but when we opened it, two months 
later, on October G, 1879, at 11G Jackson 
street, in the very beart of the crime, 
pauperisuqand drunkenness of the Barbary 
Coast, we had $l,O J0ayear in good pledges. 
The monthly sum sufficed to cover al! ex­ 
panses at that time, but not for long. We 
could accommodate fifty children, but by 
operation of that freemasonry which is 
always noticeable among the little ones, 
the news that a bright, pleasant room with 
attractive pictures and a kind teacher could 
be enjoyed for the asking soon spread to 
surrounding 
households, 
and mothers 
brought their babies in such nambers that 
we were overcrowded. 
Professor John 
Swett saw something in the new work and 
said to us, “You go ahead and get another 
room, and I wil furnish you a teacher from 
the Normal School,” which he did. 
We worked on the Barbary Coast eight 
years and there found that onr labors had 
exerted a surprising influence. The families 
from which we had recruited our school 
had changed materially for the belter. As 
they saw tbeir families so improved in 
taste and intelligence by our teachers a 
feeling of mingled shame and pride oper­ 
ated to make the mothers desire purer 
home surroundings, and they moved one 
by one up along Pacific and parallel streets, 
above the contaminations of the Barbary 
Coast slums. One mother said: “There 
isn’t much hope for me, but there is some 
hope for the children, and I am going 
where we can have better surroundings.” 
W e followed the people and established 
ourselves at 1231 and 1233 Pacific street, 
where we are now. The Produce Exchange 
seven years ago instructed us to establish a 
kindergarten class, which we did. That 
class is still sustained by the Exchange, 
and is the only one in America supported 
by a commercial body. 
The tnree original classes were moved to 
our present location and we have added a 
fourth, the Lester Nortis Memorial. Dur­ 
ing all the years since 1879 we hare been 
flecking the city with kindergartens, and 
we now have twenty-four in the Golden 
Gate Kindergarten Association, and there 
are thirty-one others maintained in con­ 
nection with vaiious cuarities and public 
institutions. 
Petitions are constantly com­ 
ing in from overworked mothers begging 
for the establishment of our schools, both 
because the mothers desire the education 
of their children and because we care for 
them during the hours in which many 
mothers are compelled to go out to work. 
In 1883 Mrs. Senator Hearst heard of the 
great demands for these schools and volun­ 
teered to belp, and the Hearst Kinder­ 
garten was organized on October G, 1883, at 
512 Union street. She was so pleased with 
the work that she founded two other¡ at 
the same place, and is now planning to en­ 
large her work and add branches of manual 
training for boys and instruction in house­ 
hold duties for girls as soon as proper loca­ 
tions can be secured. 
Another great benefactor has been Mrs. 
Leland Stanford. On the death of her son 
Mrs. Stanford sent me $5,000 to put into 
the work. 
. 
I at once started the Stanford Memorial 
Kindergarten at 1906 Mason street, on July 
14, 1884. 
Upon Mrs. Stanford's return from Europe 
she requested me to organize seven free 
kindergartens, including one at Menlo and 
one at Mayfield. At the end of our first 
year we had two kindergartens, with 109 
Eupils and a revenue of S1.S05 70; now we 
ave twenty-four, with 2,133 pupils and re­ 
ceipts of $31,667 24. 
Our work could be much broadened if 
the public schools were allowed to admit 
children five yeare old instead of six years, 
the present age limitation. We take chil­ 
dren of eighteen months of age and carry 
them up to six years, when they PjS? at 
once into the public schools, and in three 
instances prize pupils in the schools have 
entered them from onr institutions. 
As practical results of our work we can 
note a higher average of cleanliness and 
sobriety in the neighborhoods about our 
schools. 
The children are less given to 
petty misdeeds, and, in fact, of the 8 000 
children who have passed through our 
hands during onr eleven years in the work, 
but one has been arrested for petty otfecses. 
The grocers and fruit men near our 
schools often tell us that our children are 
good and do not steal. Our firmest sup 
porters are the solid business men of the 
city. W henever we can induce a thor­ 
ough business man to examine our system 
and its results we are sure ot another ac­ 
tive triend. 
We simply make the ever-present en­ 
ergy of the child constructive instead of 
destructive. 
The vast am ount of good which these 
beneficent schools have accomplished is be­ 
yond hum an computation, for the influ­ 
ence exerted on these young lives will never 
be known in this world. 
One thing we do know, and that is, that 
these little children are brought from the 
shadows of poverty and crime into an a t­ 
mosphere of brightness and joy. 
Bring more of brightness into the life of 
childhood, and you will brmg more of 
virtue into it, for “ virtue kindles at the 
touch of joy.”

WHY THE COPYRIGHT 
PASS. 
BILL SHOULD 


Last summer the United States Senate 
passed an international copyright bill by 
a three-fourths vote. There is good tea- 
son, therefore, to expect that the new bill, 
now passed hv the House, will become a 
law. 
The hill is one of simplicity and easy 
to understand. It permits foreigners to 
take American copyright on the same basis 
as American citizens, wLenever the nation 
of the foreign applicant grants a like priv­ 
ilege to our citizens; or when the foreign 
nation provides for reciprocity in copy­ 
right ; or when the foreign nation has en­ 
tered into international agreement for re­ 
ciprocity in copyright, and by the terms of 
which the United States can become a 
party to such international agreement. 
If the Senate |*asses the hill it will he a 
step in advance in the doctrine and prac­ 
tice of reciprocity, and will go far to es­ 
tablish the reciprocal policy as the policy 
of the nation. 
It will, if it becomes a 
law, operate over a very large part of the 
globe at once, because Germany, France, 
Switzerland, the 
Netherlands, 
Russia, 
Denmark, Norway, Japan, South Africa, 
Tunis, Mexico, Guatemala, Venezuela, the 
United States of Colombia, Ecuador, the 
Republic of Brazil, Bolivia and Hayti 
now permit foreigners to avail of copy­ 
right on a level with the citizens of those 
countries respectively. 
In Great Britain the law gives to the 
Crown the power to extend copyright 
privileges to the people of any nation 
that grants to the subjects of the Queen a 
like privilege. The passage of the {lend­ 
ing hill by the Senate will, therefore, 
operate to bring Great Britain into the 
category of nations we have named. 
There are still objections raised to the 
bill before the Senate, hut they are not 
unanswered. It is said that it creates a 
mouojioly; hut it is one the Constitution 
recognizes in promotion of the useful arts, 
inventive genius and the product of brains. 
Does it create a book trust? 
No, since, as 
Mr. R. I . Johnson has shown, there never 
can he a trust in literature, because the 
sources of its production cannot be con­ 
trolled, and it is not, as in the case of a 
staple, of one kind. 
But it is urged that it will make books 
dear. Not so, for present cheapness of 
foreigu literature in America is due, as 
the American League has demonstrated, to 
the fact that there is taking without 
compensation. 
All literature in book 
form to the date of the law would remain 
at its old price. Foreign hooks to be 
published would be higher, because we 
would cease stealing the products of foreign 
authors, hut we would gain in (quality by 
the cutting oil of a myriad of tawdry, bad 
and iuditlerent hooks that sell simply 
because of their literary weakness, which 
is the synonym for the cheapness now ob­ 
taining. 
American books would decrease 
iu price, however, because they would 
have a broader market, so that we would 
have ample compensation for any advance 
in the price of uon-pirated foreign works. 
The higher price of American books, 
consequent upon 
a restricted 
market, 
deprives small communities and rural 
populations of much of the best of Ameri­ 
can literature, while those in cities enjoy 
it by reason of ease of access to circulating 
and free libraries. 
As international copyright will cheapen 
American books, as shown, the people of 
rural sections will have broader and better 


BALLOT SYSTEMS AGAIN. 


The only journal in the Stale that lias 
openly announced opposition to the reform 
ballot system is put to pains, in response 
to a Democratic contemporary, to defend 
its untenable position. Its claim is that 
the California election law is better than 
any of the modified forms of the Aus­ 
tralian ballot law. 
Yet it admits that an 
improvement upon the California system 
would he to place near the polls a covered 
and inclosed walk-way, through which 
voters could pass, or should be made to 
pass, just prior to casting their ballots. 
The idea is that while walking through 
this iuclosed and covered bit of territory, 
the voter can change his ballot if he 
wishes, without being observed. 
Tlie San Francisco Chronicle is so taken 
with this weak suggestion that it proceeds 
to present an illustration of the covered 
way, and of a voter issuing from it. That 
paper fails, however, to see that its sug­ 
gestion is a confession of the virtue of the 
private booth system of the reform ballot 
method. If it would he well to give the 
voter the protection of secresy, as sug­ 
gested, that he may do a sneaking bit of 
sleight-of-hand performance, it would be 
wise to give him opportunity to receive 
his ballot from an official source, and re­ 
tire into a booth to prepare it. 
The same journal claims fur the Califor­ 
nia “one hundred feet” system all the 
virtues that should distinguish any good 
voting methods. To show how free the 
voter is from the watchfulness of the 
pickets of the bosses, it presents an ideal 
picture of a voting place, with the space 
for one hundred feet about the polls abso­ 
lutely vacant, so far as people are con­ 
cerned, except for the presence of a soli­ 
tary voter walking to the ballot-box with 
his ballot in his pocket—presumably. 
It is worth while to expose the falsities 
of the illustration, even as an ideal. The 
law does not require the 100-foot space to 
be kept clear. There is no authority 
under the law by which this can be done. 
As a matter of fact it is not done. Everv-

true in San Francisco it will surprise most 
l>eople to learn of their misconception.

The Chronicle is desirous that someone

voters being marshalled to the polls, sup­ 
plied with ballots and compelled to hold 
them in view until dropped into the ballot- 
box. Specific instances would prove no 
more than general observation verifies. 
Every man actively in politics knows that 
what we allege is the truth. 
Where it 
necessary proofs of it could be piled higher 
than the mountains. 
But it is unneces­ 
sary to call witnesses to simply enlighten 
our contemporary upon what is of common 
knowledge. 


The solitary opponent of the reform 
ballot system, the San Francisco Chronicle, 
laboriously presents in its issue of the 
18th inst. objections to the Australian bal­ 
lot as modified in the United States by 
laws of nine members of the Union. First, 
“The printing of the ballots by the State 
a fatal blow at the independence of the 
voter, because no man can take a ballot,with 
from 250 to 300 names upon it, retire into a 
booth and in the time allotted—ten min­ 
utes—mark his choice.” 
No one with 
ordinary intell’gence can be deceived by 
such an assertion. 
It will be, by far, 
easier to select from political lists, clearly 
indicated and entitled and printed in 
parallel columns on one sheet, than from 
a half score of tickets upon separate sheets. 
Experience proves this to he true. The 
voter will read the lists more tapidly—if 
he has not previously settled in his mind 
for whom to vote—upon the single official 
page than he possibly can from a number 
of tickets, and which, under the substitu­ 
tion and half-breed side-show tactics of pol­ 
itics, may stretch out to half a hundred 
tickets. 
But it suffices to repeat that 
practice has demonstrated the weakness of 
the Chronicle's fears 
Second, “The modified Australian system> 
with tickets printed at State cost, will 
promote the formation of piece clubs.’’ 
How it would operate to that end is not 
explained.

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VO WILL FOB PROBITE. 


THE MATTER OF THE ESTATE OF JAHE 
SCEOGGS IH COUHT. 


‘The Deceased Had Drawn Up a W ill, but 


Subsequently Destroyed It—Letters 


Issued to Alexander Scroggs. 


“Do you mean to say that Jane 8crogg9 
left no will?” 
“Well, I know that she had one drawn 
up, but I believed she afterwards destroyed 
it." 
“And had no other?” 
“Not that I am aware of.” 
The matter of the petition of Alexander 
Bcroggs, husband of Jane Scroggs, who diect 
recently, for letters of administration upon 
the estate, was on hearing before Superior 
Judge Armstrong yesterday, when the 
above conversation took place between the 
petitioner and Add. C. Hinkson, who ap­ 
peared as attorney for D. T. Elwell, a Bon 
of the deceased by a former husband. 
The estate is valued at something like 
$90,000. 
In answer to further questions Mr. 
Scroggs testified that although he had in­ 
trusted all of their property into the hands 
of his wife, he attended to the business. 
All of their transactions were harmonious. 
He collected the rents, paid the bills, and 
paid the taxes. He kept all of the papers, 
receipts, etc., with the exception of the 
deeds to several pieces of property which 
he had deeded over to her. Continuing, 
Mr. Scroggs said he had often spoken to 
his wife about her will, particularly during 
the last lew months prior to her death, 
as she was noticeably growing feebler 
every day. All of the properly was not 
communion 
property, his wife having 
owned some prior to their martiage. The 
witness did not know what provision had 
been made in the will, with the exception 
of what his wife had told him, and that 
she intended to provide for the child of her 
daughter, the child being deaf and dumb. 
John Scroggs, son of the petitioner and 
the deceased, was the next witness. He 
desired that letters of administration should 
issue to his father, for the reason that he 
believed that such was the desire of his 
mother. Witness knew that his mother 
had formerly made out a will. He knew 
this because he had talked with her about 
it—there having been considerable feeling 
among the children as to which would get 
a cer:sio p'ece of property at Eighteenth 
and M s reets. It had been his mother’s 
desire to give this piece of property to El­ 
well, but she was doubtful as to the advis- 
bility of doing so, on account of his habits. 
* Have you any idea as to how that will 
provided for the distribution of the prop- 
ertj'.’ ’ asked Frank D. Ryan, attorney for 
the petitioner. 
“Yes, I am familiar with its contents,” 
replied the witness. “A comfortable le­ 
gacy was to be provided for my sister’s 
little s(Dieted child, and the remainder was 
to be divided share and share alike among 
we four children. Father was to have en­ 
tire management and control of the estate.” 
Regarding the will, the witness said he 
did not k n o w what had become of it, but 
his mother bad told bis youngest sister 
that she had destroyed it. 
This concluded the testimony, and attor­ 
ney Ryan asked that letters issue to his 
client, Alexander Scroggs. 
Attorney Hinkson said he had no objec­ 
tion, only he wanted it understood tDat, 
should the will be found, there should be 
no interference in the probating of it. 
Judge Armstrong then made a formal 
order, issuing letters to the petitioner, and 
filing the latter’s bond at $25,000. 


ON HEB FEET AGAIN. 


P la c e rv ille S e ttle s W ith H e r C re d ito rs, 
an d W a n ts a G o v e rn m e n t. 
Eighteen years ago the Mayor and other 
officers of the city of Placerville resigned 
their positions, which were left unfilled. 
This was done to escape service of the pro­ 
cesses of the Courts in actions brought by 
the city's creditors to enforce the payment 
of municipal bonds issued in 1863, to the 
extent of $100,000, to aid in the construc­ 
tion of the 8acramento Valley Railroad. 
The money was voted for the purchase of 
stock in the railroad, which stock was after­ 
ward soid. 
The city was unable to redeem its pledges 
to the bondholders, who secured judgments 
on their claims, and these judgments have 
ever since been hanging over the city. 
Yesterday a petition was received’by the 
Governor which, after reciting the facts 
connected with the above transactions, 
states that a compromise has been effected 
between the city and its creditors, and the 
former is once more prepared to assume 
municipal government and responsibilities; 
wherefore the Governor was asked to ap­ 
point a Board of Commissioners to call an 
election for city officers, as provided by 
law. 
The petitioners suggested G. J. Carpenter, 
E. W. Wittmer and L. D. Marks for such 
Commissio-'ers, and these gentleman are 
appointed by the Governor for the duty 
named. 
Although Placerville has now less than 
2,000 population, her prospects are much 
brighter than they have been for several 
years past. The county rauks among the 
best fruit growing localities in the State, 
and has many good gold mines, slate and 
marble quarries, and magnificent timber 
and other resources that should make both 
the county and its chief community popu­ 
lous and wealthy.

ATTORNEY H0LL CAUSES SOMETHING 
OF A SURPRISE. 


The Application for Letters of Guardian­ 


ship of Henry BteUs, E r , 
is 


Opposed In Court. 


Henry Meiss, Jr.. appeared before Su­ 
perior Judge Armstrong yesterday with his 
attorney, Elwood Bruner, and asked that 
he be appointed guardian of his father, 
Henry Meiss, Sr. 
The attention of the Court was called to 
the fact that only recently the elder Meiss’ 
reason had been overthrown, and after an 
examination before Judge Armstrong, had 
been adjudged insane, and committed to 
an asylum—the execution of the latter 
order, however, being temporarily with­ 
held for certain reasons. 
Judge Armstrong was about to make the 
order prayed for, when ex-Judge S. Solon 
Holl arose and put in an objection. He 
said he represented the gentleman whom it 
was alleged needed a guardian, and bad 
been his attorney for years. Henry Meiss, 
Sr., was not insane, declared Mr. Holl, and 
he felt assured tfiat the Court would think 
so, too, before long. In consequence the 
attorney asked that the matter be laid over 
for one week, ■—¿ a it if f —, —- 
- 
Continuing, Judge Holl declared that 
there were special objections to the appoint­ 
ment of Henry Meiss, Jr., as the guardian 
of his father. This son had not been on 
friendly terms with his father, and his pres­ 
ence and petition were particnlarly aggra­ 
vating to the old man, whose mental con­ 
dition was at the present time none too 
strong. If a guardian was necessary, said 
the attorney, it should not be a person who 
was unfriendly to the one over whose 
affairs he would fain preside. In conclu­ 
sion Judge Holl renewed his request for a 
postponement, adding that a conference 
could be had among the children, with the 
view of reaching a more satisfactory agree­ 
ment. 
"Why, all of the children are here in 
Court, sir,” spoke up Mr. Bruner. “They 
have already reached a satisfactory agree­ 
ment, and are anxious that this gentleman 
here, their brother, should be the guard­ 
ian.” Continuing, Mr. Bruner stated to 
the Court that the estate of Meiss was in a 
bad way, and Deeded immediate attention. 
That was why a guardian was asked for. 
Judge Holl reiterated that a guardian 
was unnecessary. 
He said his client's 
reason was only temporarily affected by 
drink, and in a short time he wonld be 
able to take care of his own affairs. 
Judge Armstrong said he felt disposed to 
give the attorneys an opportunity to con- 
salt, in the hope that the unhappv allair 
would be properly adjusted. 
He had 
known Meiss since his boyhood, continued 
the Judge, and was anxious to see a proper 
settlement. He then continued the further 
hearing of the matter until next Wednes­ 
day morning. 
When the parties were leaving the Court­ 
room one of Meiss' daughters stepped over 
to where her father sat, and asked him 
how he was feeling. 
“Oh, I'm all right.” he replied, recking 
himself in his chair. “I'm not crazy a bit. 
and none of yon can make me crazy. I 
don’t want any of you to guard me, and 
not that fellow especially.” 
“Why, what objection have you to the 
boy ?” she asked. 
At this the old gentleman became greatly 
excited, and had to be led out of the Court­ 
room by Deputy Sheriff Becklev. 


ST. CLA IR’S CANNON. 


It K ills T oo M anj- D u ck s and C auses a 
K ick . 
There was a 
small-sized indignation 
meeting at the Court-house yesterday. 
The people who assembled were County 
Clerk Hamilton and William Eberhardt, 
the gunsmith. 
The subject nnder discus­ 
sion was the report that Pete St. Clair, the 
hunter, had brought to market in the 
morning just an even thousand of ducks— 
the result of one day's shooting. 
“Now that is what I call unnecessary 
slaughter,” said Mr. Hamilton, who was 
the fiist speaker. “This chap uses a No. 2 
gauge shot-gun—cannon would be a better 
word—and he sneaks on tbe dncks behind 
an old white horse, who is trained for the 
bnsiness. He puts in a load of shot, which 
if taken out and counted wonld amount to 
several thousand. 
When he lets loose on 
a flock of ducks, from eighty to a hundred 
keel over every time. I don’t think it is 
right. Why, it won’t be long when there 
won’t be a duck in the country.” 
Mr. Eberhardt was the next speaker. He 
agreed in every particular with Mr. Hamil­ 
ton, and declared that something should be 
done. He thought that a law should be 
passed regulating the size of guns to be 
used by banters. 
A resolution was then offered and adopt­ 
ed, which was to the effect that steps should 
be taken to brirg the matter before the 
coming Legislature, and get a law passed 
such as was suggested by Mr. Eberhardt. 
Mr. Hamilton then wrote a letter to Sen­ 
ator Routier, inclosing a copy of the reso­ 
lution, and mailed it to the Senator. It was 
also agreed that petitions should be circu­ 
lated through 
the city for signatures. 
Copies of this petition were placed imme­ 
diately in the establishments of Charles 
Flohr, Henry Eckbardtand Mr. Eberhardt, 
where they may be seen and signed by all 
lovers of duck-shooting. 
There can be bpt one sentiment on this 
subject among those who had experience 
among wild fowl. The time was when 
market-hunters on Chesapeake Bay, and at 
other points along tbe Atlantic coast, used 
immense swivel-guns, mounted on the 
prows of boats, and dealt death and de­ 
struction to the canvasbacks and other 
wild fowl. The result was that they came 
near exterminating them, and the Legis­ 
latures of the States along the coast were 
forced to pass laws prohibiting the use of 
such guns. 
With these big guns on the Atlantic 
coast, and spring shooting in the West, the 
outlook for the preservation of the wild­ 
fowl was at one time anything but en­ 
couraging to sportsmen. 
The law pro­ 
hibits the use of giant powder for killing 
fish, simply because its use would soon re­ 
sult in destroying all tbe streams, and for a 
similar reason swivel and other unusually 
large guns should not be allowed in the 
hands of market hunters.

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THE PETREL &ID THE SLAYER. 


“Bail h o !1 
Never, surely, did the cry fall upon more 
welcome ears, save and except those of 
men becalmed in a boat upon the open sea. 
For twelve weary days and nights had we 
the] officers and men of H. M. ship Petrei 
(six guns. Commander B. R. Neville), been 
cooped up in our iron prison, patroling one 
of the hottest sections of ths terrestrial 
globe, on the lookout for slavers.

B ut I guess there’ll be a com­ 
plaint lodged at W ashington, and you folks 
in London will have to pay for it. That's 
al!, mister. I only want "things fair and 
square, within my treaty rights.” 
And having deliverel him self of this 
long speech, the Yankee skipper turned on 
his heel. 
Of course O'Riley conld only return to 
the Petrel and report all this to his com­ 
mander.

H istory of C otton C ultivation. 
Dr. Richard Wheatley, 
in Harper's 
Weekly, tells us what he knows about cot­ 
ton. 
He says: 
“\\ hen or where cotton—the down W 
fine cellular hair attached to the seeds of 
plants of the genus Gossypium, natural 
order Malvacew— was first cultivated for 
spinning and weaving into garments for 
human beings is a question of more curi­ 
osity than value. 
Invention of spinning 
and weaving wai ascribed by the Egyp­ 
tians to Isis, by Piiny to Queen Sc-mi- 
ramis, and by the Peruvians to Manco 
Capac. 
“Herodotus, father of secular history, 
was the first of all European writers to 
mention cotton, and this about 450 B. C. 
Even then the beautiful cotton fabrics of 
India, delicate and translucent, and fine

The ‘striking-out’ machine pre­ 
pares the skin while in a wet condition for 
the shaver, while the staking machine 
takes the stretch out of th e " hide and 
leaves it soft and pliable.

maining machine, the shaving machine, 
has not given the satisfaction the others 
have, it being known also by the name of 
Its work consists of shav­ 
ing. 
These wheels are from three and a 
half to four feet in diameter, and from 
eight to nine inchei across, some of them 
averaging 1,200revolutionsa minute. Upon 
these the skins are held with the effect 
that you can readily imagine. 
In the 
. hand-shaving process the shaver is always 
Í in a position to properly manipulate the 
stock he is working on. 
His fingers are 
bare, and the texture of the stock is easily 
discerned as lie turns it round from side to 
s'^ e 
other end of his shaving beam. 
“Now, with the machine work it is dif­ 
ferent. 
To prevent burning, the wheeler’s 
hands are incased in heavy gloves, and he 
is thus deprived of the opportunity of 
judging by the touch the exact texture of 
the stock under his hands. 
Then again, 
the hand-work of shaving leaves the skin 
sott, pliabie and full of ‘life,’ while the 
contact with the emery-wheel creates a 
friction, which not alone prevents the en­ 
tire taking out of the stretch, owing to the 
failure to remove the veins, but it leaves 
the skin harsh and tinny, and it is this 
condition which accounts for the breaking 
of the uppers in so short a time. This is the 
whole story, and while it may he, and un­
